"THERE is every indication that ef- 
forts that might be made this Win- 
ter in Congress to reduce the Army 
personnel will meet with strenuous 
opposition, not only from the people of 
the country, but also from the Waf 
Department and the Administration.

While materiel, in the form of fight- 
ing ships in the water, is of paramount 
importance in the Navy’s program of 
readiness, trained men fully prepared 
to train others is of paramount import- 
ance in the Army’s program.

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Press Holds Reduction In The Army Budget A Praiseworthy Economy

"THE press in general holds that the Army showed good spirit in accepting the 

$44,000,000 cut in the next appropriations without audible protest, and em- 
phasized the spirit of cooperation shown in the general budgetary restrictions. 
Many editors, however, went further than praise of the saving, and demanded 
to know why this money could not have been saved in previous budgets, since 
it has been announced that the cut would not impair the efficiency of the Army, 
or affect salaries. There seemed to be little disposition to analyze what affect 
such economies would have on training. 


“THE United States Army next year will get along with $44,000,000 less,” says 
the Flint, Mich., Journal (Independent). “The Army~took the blow ‘on 
the chin’ and without a whimper. 
“The situation is in sharp contrast to the manner in which the Navy has 
reacted to President Hoover’s budget cut of about the same figure for that de- 
partment.” 


‘T IS ENCOURAGING to note that the War Department will cooperate in 
President Hoover’s economy drive in the Government services by reducing 
its budget for the fiscal year 1933 about $44,000,000 below the $481,565,735 ap- 
propriated for the current fiscal year,” says the Brooklyn, N. Y., Citizen 
(Democratic).

Adequate Pay Needed

sary expenses.‘ The morale of the 
Cavalry officers has been assisted by 
the fact that 75 per cent of them 
have been receiving their first choices 
for assignments and duties and sta- 
tions. 

There are not sufficient cavalry 
troops in the First, Second, Third and 
Fifth Corps Areas for the efficient sum- 
mer training of the organized Reserves, 
Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and 
Citizens Military Training Camp units. 

Modernized Saddle 

A start has been made on modern- 
izing the standard McClellan saddle.

Cleaning Materials 

Cleaning and preserving materials 
have been budgeted for the past three 
years.

Some progress has been made during 
the past year in weeding out unserv- 
iceable animals, but still too many re- 
main for the best interests of economy. 

Private Mounts 

The reduction of the authorized num- 
ber of private mounts for officers from 
two to one, effected by the Act of Feb. 
22, 1929, is fraught with great disad- 
vantages. During the preceding twen- 
ty-five years the marked improvement 
in horsemanship and horsemastership 
throughout the service has been not 
only a source of pride to the Army, 
but has also been a source of material 
financial saving to the Government. 
This saving has been effected in the 
following manner: 

(1) Improved training methods have 
reduced the number of remounts an- 
nually condemned and disposed of for 
trifling amounts from a high percent- 
age, probably 10 per cent to approxi- 
age, probably 10 per cent, to approxi- 

(2) Countless cases of lameness, 
formerly due to inexperienced shoeing 
and care of the feet, have been reduced 
to zero. 

(3) The horses are now maintained 
on a materially reduced forage ration. 

(4) Improvement in the riding of the 
men and the condition and training of 
the horses permit longer and more 
rapid marches, thus adding immeasur- 
ably to the value of cavalty. 

(5) In a large measure these im- 
provements and their concurrent re- 


conditions found in this country. The 
following new type cars have been, or 
soon will be, completed: 

a. A convertible type (wheel and 
track) combat car of Ordnance design 
has been built and is now about ready 
for test. 

b. A six-wheel, four-wheel drive arm- 
ored. reconnaissance car of Ordnance 
design has been completed and is be- 
ing tested.

These sets were installed in the 
airplanes, in armored cars, and were 
carried on horseback, accompanying 
widely separated columns of mounted 
troops. In these maneuvers the im- 
portance of quick and reliable radio 
communication between cavalry col- 
umns, while they were actually march- 
ing and in combat, was clearly demon- 
strated.

Carl Halla, Commandant, after 
welcoming the incoming class and 
briefly outlining the school course, in- 


troduced Maj. Gen. R. L. Carmichael, 
Chief of Finance, who reviewed briefly 
the history of the school from its be- 
ginning in 1920 and explained the pur- 
pose for which it was organized. He 
stressed the importance of the course 
of instruction offered by the school, 
called attention to the fact that due 
to shortage in the Finance Depart- 
ment commissioned personel, gradu- 
ates of the school are frequently de- 
tailed as clerks to officers of other 
branches who are required to make 
disbursements with little or no finance 
or disbursing experience, and that 
they should therefore be prepared to 
advise the disbursing officer as to 
proper procedure under the law and 
regulations and to impart information 
to all cocerned, when called upon to do 
so, in an intelligent and courteous 
manner.

Coast Artillery Personnel 


E personnel authorized for the 
Coast Artillery is entirely inadequate 
for the efficient performance of as- 
signed missions, Maj. Gen. John Ww. 
Gulick, Chief of Coast Artillery, tells 
the Secretary of War in his annual re- 
port for the year ended June 80, 1931. 
The report, made public this week, 
states on this subject: 

“The personnel authorized for the 
Coast Artillery is entirely inadequate 
for the efficient performance of as- 
signed missions. I pointed out, in a 
memorandum to the Assistant Chief of 
Staff, G-1, dated Dec. 1, 1930, Subject: 
‘Increase recommended in commissioned 
and enlisted personnel, Coast Artillery 
Corps,’ the necessity for an increase in 
the authorized strength of the Coast 
Artillery Corps to provide the mini- 
mum personnel necessary for operat- 
ing, in the continental United States, 
five active harbor defenses, a reduced- 
strength tractor regiment, a reduced- 
strength railway regiment, four re- 
duced-strength antiaircraft regiments 
and to provide maintenance detach- 
ments for harbor defenses that are on 
ga maintenance basis. The difficulties 
confronting the War Department in 
providing such an increase as recom- 
mended are appreciated and to date no 
favorable action has been secured.” 

Other salient extracts from General 
Gulick’s report follow: 

“During the period covered by this 
report, I inspected all Coast Artillery 
activities within the continental United 
States and the Panama Canal, Hawaiian 
and Philippine Departments. The 
Coast Artillery garrisons in the Pan- 
ama Canal, Hawaiian and Philippine 
Departments were found to be in ex- 
cellent condition. Taking into account 
the means available I believe that these 
commands are prepared for the execu- 
tion of their mobilization missions. 

“The situation with respect to sea- 
coast artillery materiel in the harbor 
defenses within the continental United 
States has shown much improvement 
when compared with that which ex- 
isted at the end of the fiscal year 1930, 
but the general situation is still far 
from satisfactory. 

“There has been progressive improve- 
ment in organization, training, equip- 
ment and general efficiency of all anti- 
aircraft regiments within the continen- 
tal limits of the United States. The 
fire power of these regiments when 
compared with similar organizations at 
the close of the World War presents 
an excellent illustration of the progress 
in organization, training and materiel 
which has been made since 1920. As 
indicated below, there is, in the problem 
of antiaircraft defense, a large and 
varied field for further study and de- 
velopment. 

Personnel 

“Seventeen per cent of the Field 
Officers and 32 per cent of the Battery 
Officers commissioned in the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps are on foreign service. 
Due to the policy of maintaining for- 
eign garrisons at authorized strength 
and to the number of officers assigned 
to duty other than branch duty, Coast 
Artillery regiments in the United 
States have not been maintained at 
their authorized commissioned strength. 


Organization and Training 

“The reorganization of the Coast Ar- 
tillery Corps, during the fiscal year 
1930, whereby all active Coast Artillery 
units within the continental United 
States were concentrated in six harbor 
defenses while all other harbor de- 
fenses were placed on a maintenance 
Status, has resulted in increased effi- 
ciency. The troops manning the six 
active harbor defenses have been bet- 
ter able to carry on their own training 
and to assist in the training of civilian 
components. 


“Reductions in target practice am- 
munition allowances for seacoast guns, 
which became effective July 1, 1930, 
have made it difficult to maintain the 





high standards of gunnery which have 
been attained in previous years. 
“Inability to hold preliminary firings | 
as been keenly felt by many organiza- | 
tions. However, the results of seacoast | 
target practice during the past fiscal | 
year were generally satisfactory. Due 
to reductions in target practice allow- 
ances, it was possible to hold only one | 
battle practice during the past fiscal 
year. This was held at Ft. Story, Va., | 
where troops of the Harbor Defenses 
of Chesapeake Bay and student officers | 
attending the Coast Artillery School | 
Participated. Battle practices provide | 
valuable training under approximate |

the past year, investigation of methods 
of fire control at extreme ranges has 
continued. Based on the results of 
aerial position finding tests held at 
San Francisco and long-range firings 
by the 16-inch gunds in Panama, de- 
tailed instructions have been prepared 
for 16-inch firings which it is planned 
to conduct in Hawaii in the fiscal year 
1932. Progress along this line has been 
such that in preparing these instruc- 
tions it was possible to confine further 
experiments to well-defined methods of 
target location and fire adjustment by 
aerial means. 

“The War Department has approved 
plans for Joint Antiaircraft-Air Corps 
exercises to be held under the super- 
vision of the Commanding General, 
Fifth Corps Area, early in the fiscal 
year 1933. It is planned that sufficient 
air and ground forces will take part in 
these exercises to enable the establish- 
ment of an all-round defense of a lim- 
ited area and that authoritative infor- 
mation will be obtained as to intelli- 
gence requirements, and tactics to be 
employed by air and antiaircraft units 
cooperating in the defense of the area. 

Summary 

“During the period covered by this 
report there has been progressive im- 
provement in organization, training, 
equipment and general efficiency of all 
Coast Artillery organizations within 
the continental limits of the United 
States and in our overseas possessions, 

“Although complications were intro- 
duced requiring firing at aerial targets 
with freedom of maneuver appropriate 
to the type of plane engaged, target 
practice of antiaircraft organizations 
with 3-inch guns has shown consistent 
improvement during the year. Antiair- 
craft training of organizations assigned 
to seacoast guns has progressed satis- 
factorily despite the lack of adequate 
modern fire control. 


“Satisfactory progress has been 
made in the development of fire con- 
trol equipment for long-range seacoast 
guns. Continued firings with long- 
range seacoast guns are essential in 
the development of suitable fire con- 
trol equipment and for maintenance of 
materiel. 

“Progress has been made in the de- 
velopment of fire control equipment for

Air Corps Officer Shortage 


A SATISFACTORY completion of 

the Five-Year Air Corps Program 
is precluded by the shortage of com- 
missioned personnel, according to the 
annual report of Maj. Gen. James E. 
Fechet, Chief of the Air Corps, for the 
year ended June 30, 1931. 

Creation of vacancies to increase the 
officer strength of the Corps is the 
first of three recommendations made 
by General Fechet. The general also 
recommends the abolition of Air Corps 
Reserve Officer Training Corps units 
and the increasing of the number of 
flight surgeons detailed for duty with 
the Corps and assigned to Air Corps 
Stations, to 70. 

A summary of the report follows. — 

Commisisoned Personnel 


The commissioned strength of the 
Air Corps shows a net gain of 33 of- 
ficers during the fiscal year 1931 as 
compared to the gain of 123 officers 
during the fiscal year 1930. This 
small increase in officer strength is 
due to the fact that none of the 203 
remaining vacancies, authorized by the 
Air Corps Act, were made available 
for the appointment of qualified candi- 
dates from civil life. The failure to 
provide these vacancies will preclude 
a satisfactory realization of the final 
increment of the Five-Year Program. 

To understand fully the effect of 
this failure to the program, it is be- 
lieved important at this time to re- 
view briefly the background connected 
with this phase. On June 30, 1926, 
just prior to the passage of the Air 
Corps Act on July 2, 1926, there were 
884 Regular Army oficers commis- 
sioned in the Air Corps. There are 
now 1,236 Regular Army officers com- 
msisioned in the Air Corps. On June 
30, 1926, the strength allotted the Air 
Corps by the War Department was 
1,247 officers. The Act of July 2, 1926, 
increased the number of promotion 
list officers by 403 second lieutenants, 
increasing the then allotted strength 
of the Air Corps by this number, dis- 
tributed in grades from colonel to sec- 
ond lieutenant inclusive, making the 
total authorized strength of the Air 
Corps at the end of the Five-Year P.0- 
gram, 1,650 officers. 

The National Defense Act gives the 
Secretary of War authority to vary the 
allotment to any Arm by 30 per cent 
of commissioned personnel. Since the 
passage of the Act of July 2, 1926, 
however, there have been restrictions 
.in the appropriation acts with refer- 
ence to the number of Regular officers 
that may be maintained in the Army; 
and the recult of these restrictions has 
been that a limitation has been neves- 
sary on the number of officers who 
might be given original appointment in 
the Air Corps, in order that the limita- 
tion on the number of Regular v‘fi- 
cers in the Army might not be ex- 
ceeded. 

As a result of operations, under 
these provisions of law, 378 were se- 
cured by original appointment (that is, 
not graduates of the Military Acad- 
emy), and 181 by transfer (including 
graduates of West Point), from which 
must be subtracted 207 losses during 
the period, resulting in a net increase 
of 352 officers. 

At the present time, the limitation 
on the number of officers who may be 
in the Regular Army, combined with 
the desirability of providing vacancies 
for all those graduating from the Mili- 
tary Academy, operate to prevent the 
Air Corps commissioning as second 
lieutenants in the Regular Army any 
cadets graduating from the Air Corps 
Training Center. Very few officers 
are offering to transfer from other 
Arms to the Air Corps. Only 8% 
graduates of the Military Academy, 
who were physically qualified, applied 
for flying training from the 1931 grad- 
uating class, and it is probable that 
not more than 50 of these will success- 
fully complete their flying training. 

It is becoming apparent that the Air 
Corps may expect, during the next five 
years, to increase the number of Regu- 
lar Army officers commissionec in the 
Air Corps to only about 1,450 officers. 
This expectation is based upon an esti- 
mate of losses not to exceed 30 per 
year, transfers from other Arms 
equalling 20 per year, and West Point 
graduates successfully completing the 
flying course in the number of about 


50 per year. 
Enlisted Pilots 

A slight increase occurred in the 
number of enlisted pilots as compared 
to losses in prior years. This situa- 
tion is no doubt due to the fact that 
no vacancies in the grade of second 
lieutenant were available in the Regu- 





lar Army for graduates of the Ad- 
vanced School, and also the existing 
business depression and lack of demand

for pilots in civil life. At the present 
time there are a total of 31 enlisted 
pilots on duty at the various Air Corps 
activities. It is ex that this 
number will further increase in the 
fiscal year 1932. 


Airplane Ambulances and Evacuations 
By Air 

During the fiscal year 1931 the use 
of airplanes in transporting patients 
was doubled as compared to 1930. The 
feasibility of this mode of transport- 
ting sick and injured is well establish- 
ed and for the simple and all-impor- 
tant fact alone that lives are saved in 
making it possible for a patient to re- 
ceive in hours what formerly required 
days, the full benefit of specialists’s 
advice and treatment prompts the rec- 
ommendation that action be taken to 
procure additional airplane am- 
bulances. 

One new airplane ambulance was 
procured by the Air Corps ir 1931, 
which is useful from one regular air- 
drome to another, but due to its long 
take-off and long landing qualities, it 
is not suitable for work out of emer- 
gency fields, where most crashes occur. 


Accidents Reduced 

Statistical studies of aircraft acci- 
dents and forced landings were con- 
tinued and important data and com- 
parative figures furnished during the 
year upon special request and at the 
close of each six months’ period. There 
has been a gratifying reduction in ac- 
cident rates, both fatal and noa-fatal, 
and in power plant failure rates. The 
distribution to every pilot of Air Corps 
Information Circular No. 652, “Statis- 
tical Studies of Aircraft Accidents aad 
Forced Landings,” at the beginning of 
the fiscal year, undoubtedly was partly 
responsible for the considerable reduc- 
tion in the fatal and non-fatal a-ci- 
dents during the fiscal year 1931. 
Studies of aircraft accidents and 
forced landings, both with respect to 
individual pilot proficiency and to the 
Air Corps as a whole, are being con- 
tinued as a part of that function cof 
the Inspection Division which is en- 
deavoring to increase safety in the Air 
Corps without sacrificing tactical ef- 


ficiency. 
Industrial Relations 

The outstanding accomplishment of 
the past year in procurement and in- 
dustrial relations has been the speed- 
ing up of procurement programs so 
that the bulk of the new airplanes in- 
tended for the use of the Air Corps 
would be delivered within the fiscal 
year for which appropriations were 
made. Coincident with this wo-k has 
been the work of coordination with the 
industry, particularly with a view to 
supporting it during the period of 
business depression. 

Aerial Photography 

During the fiscal year 1931, the Air 
Corps made vertical aerial photo- 
graphs of approximately 19,400 square 
miles for the War Department aad 
various Federal agencies. The phvto- 
graphs made for the Geological Sur- 
vay were all used for topographic map- 
ping purposes, while those made for 
other agencies were used for various 
purposes, including flood control, beach 
erosion, building planning, etc. 
The major portion of this work was 
accomplished for the following-named 
Government Departments and Bu- 
reaus: 
War Department, 3,900 square 
miles; Geological Survey, 14,449 square 
miles; Coast and Geodetic Survey, 
1,070 square miles. 

Lighter-Than-Air 

In this field of aeronautics engineer- 
ing development embraced three major 
projects: The alteration of the T-3 
airship envelope to accommodate inter- 
nal suspension of the enclosed car; the 
design of the C-4 observation balloon 
for increasing altitude and stabii:ty, 
and the service test of the A-6 hy- 
draulic balloon winch which affords a 
practically unlimited range of sp-ed

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
and instantaneous change of direct:on 
in reeling the balloon cable. 

In connection with balloon-to-ground 
communication, a special clamp has 
been designed which obviates the use 
of splices in the cable of observation 
balloons, carrying a telephone core. 

Contrary to popular belief, the use 
of helium in balloons in place of hy- 
drogen has been found, upon prelimi- 
nary investigation, to be more economi- 
eal. Further study contemplates the 
disuse of hydrogen altogether. 

A scheme for solidification of helium 
has been presented to the Bureau of 
Mines for further investigation as to 
its application as a lifting medium. 

Recommendations

Ordnance Developments 


EXTRACTS from the annual report 
of the Chief of Ordnance, Maj. Gen. 
Samuel Hof, to the Secretary of War, 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1931, 
follow:

Semi-Automatic Rifles 

The development of semi-automatic 
shoulder rifles has continued during the 
year, and there have been procured for 
tests by the Infantry and Cavalry a 
total of 20 caliber .276, Model T3 (Ga- 
rand) rifles which are now undergoing 
test by the using services in compari- 
son with 20 Pedersen, caliber .276, semi- 
automatic rifles, referred to in my last 
annual report. The White rifle, refer- 
red to in my previous annual report, 


was tested at Aberdeen Proving Ground’ 


during the year, and showed consider- 
able promise. Additional tests of this 
rifle are projected. Tests have been 
conducted of an improved caliber .276 
semi-automatic rifle, submitted by Mr. 
J. D. Pedersen, which includes a breech 
mechanism functioning without the use 
of lubricated ammunition. A rifle on 
the general design of the Garand type 
in caliber .30 is in process of develop- 
ment and should be ready for test at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground in the near 
future. 


75-mm Gun Materiel 

The Ordnance test of the 75-mm gun 
carriages T2 and T3 designed for fire 
against land and aerial targets, was 
continued intensively until Feb. 28, 
1931, when this materiel was shipped 
to Ft. Bragg for test under supervision 
of the Field Artillery Board. In addi- 
tion to the 75-mm gun carriages T2 and 
T3, the 75-mm truck mount T3 was 
completed and tested at the Proving 
Ground in comparison with these two 
units. This truck mount was designed 
to mount the 75-mm gun carriage T3, 
less the pneumatic-tired bogie pertain- 
ing to it, and arranged so that the gun 
might be fired from the truck after at- 
taching the outriggers to the chassis or 
from the ground after removing it from 
the chassis by means of a self-contained 
crane and hoist. The tests at Ft. Bragg 
have progressed rapid!y and demonstra- 
tions of firing at towed targets, high- 
speed ground targets, etc., have been 
conducted with very sntisfactory re- 
sults. 

Redésign of this materiel with a view 
to constructing a battery of the 75-mm 
all-purpose guns for further service 
tests is to be undertaken as soon as the 
Chief of Field Artillery submits his 
recommendation concerning the 75-mm 
gun carriages T2 and T3, and the 75- 
mm truck mount T3. 

105-mm Howitzer Materiel M1 

Four units of 105-mm howitzer ma- 
teriel M1 were issued to the service at 
Ft. Bragg; four units were issued to 
the Field Artillery School, and the re- 
maining two units are being tested at 
the Proving Ground in connection with 
ammunition development, and to ob- 
tain further engineering data. Four 
additional units have been completed 
and, when proof-fired, are to be issued 
to the Field Artillery at Ft. Benning. 
Fourteen light carriage limbers T2E1 
were manufactured during the year. 
These are to be issued with the 106-mm 
howitzer carriage M1. 

The pilot 155-mm—8-inch howitzer 
carriage T2, referred to in my report 
for 1930, was completed at Rock Island 
Arsenal and transferred to Aberdeen 
Proving Ground, where it is undergo- 
ing test.

the earlier experiments in mechaniza- 
tion, every effort has been made to se- 
‘eure adequate speed, high reliability, 
the maximum ot fire power, and as 
much cross-country mobility as is con- 
sistent with the type of design em- 
ployed. The success of the Mechanized 
Force depends on high speed tracklay- 
ing vehicles.

Improvements in existing armored 
ears consisted of modifications of the 
bodies exd gun mounts, in accordance 
with request made by the Chief of Cav- 
alry,-of the four armored cars manu- 
factured in 1928 on La Salle chassis. 
These cars are still in service after 
about 20,000 miles, and continue to give 
very satisfactory performance. 

The Ordnance Department cooperat- 
ed with the Quartermaster Corps in the 
construction of five light and six me- 
dium armored cars by providing the 
necessary turrets, gun mounts and 
guns. 

To provide armored cars of modern 
design for the Mechanized Force, two 
cars of the 6-wheel, 4-wheel drive, type 
are being developed. 


Tanks 
The Christie convertible type tank 
(medium T3) has been through an ac- 
ceptance test and a number of dem- 
onstrations. 


Procurement specifications for this 
type have been approved, advertise- 
ments for the procurement of a num- 
ber in the open market for service test 
were issued, and in June, 1931, a con- 
tract was made with the U. S. Wheel 
Truck Layer Corporation for the manu- 
facture of seven such convertible tanks 
from funds appropriated by the Con- 
gress for that purpose. 


Welding 


Satisfactory progress has been made 
in developing a method of control of 
welding technique by X-ray tests. Such 
control eliminates strains, porosity and 
lack of fusion in the wells of the com- 
pleted unit. 


Progress has been made in flash 
welding, tool tipping, and welding of 
armor plate. Investigation of these 
three items will be continued during 
the year 1932. The welding of armor 
plate is considered of primary import- 
ance because of its application to the 
production of armored cars and tanks.

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“To be prepared for war is one of the most effectual means of preserving 
peace.” —GEORGE WASHINGTON. 
PFACE, PRESIDENT HOOVER proclaimed on Armistice Day, is the product 

of, first, preparedness for defense; second, patient settlement of controversy, 
and third, dynamic development of the forces of good will. This declaration on 
the part of the President, coming at a time of doubt as to his attitude, should go 
far to dissipate the apprehension that he was planning to weaken national de- 
fense. We are told the cuts he ordered in the estimates of appropriations for 
the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, followed assurances from his military 
and naval advisers that no loss of efficiency or reduction of morale would follow. 
He has confidence in those advisers, and feels they would not mislead him. Such 
cuts as have been made in the service estimates are in the nature of postpone- 
ments of projects which were deemed desirable but not absolutly essential or in 
the placing of ships in reserve. The President is faced by a huge deficit, which 
already has reached $600,000,000, by the necessity of further bond issues, and 
by additional taxation. He is forced to reduce expenditures, and he has sought 
as far as possible to curtail where the least harm will be done. , 





O EMPLOYEES OF THE Government are more understanding of its difficul- 
ties, more desirous of helping their solution than are the members of the 
Service. They are, however, faced by the fact that a total reduction of estimates 
under this year’s appropriation amounts to $350,000,000, $105,000,000 of which 
comes from national defense alone. We will not know until the detailed esti- 
mates are made public where the cuts have been made, but reports are current 
that political services such as prohibition, for example, are not affected or but 
slightly affected. It would seem to be the fair thing to apply the cut equally 
all along the line, and not force national defense to bear the burden of thirty 
per cent of the total. It is expected that Congress, which will manifest par- 
ticular concern with the matter of employment, will look at the estimates from 
the point of view of labor, and as at least 70 per cent of the curtailment of mil- 
itary and ni&val estimates has to do with it, will favor certain increases. Con- 
gressman James, of Michigan, plans a building authorization program, based 
upon his recent inspection. There is no doubt that such a program is important 
for health and morale, and backed by the feeling that work would help the peo- 
ple the chances are that, in spite of administration opposition, it will be enacted. 





"THERE ARE OTHER MATTERS, besides housing, which will be subjected to 

Congressional investigation. The controversy between the President and 
Mr. Gardiner, of the Navy League, regarding the state of the Navy, will be thor- 
oughly analyzed by the naval committees and the naval subcommittees of the 
appropriations committees of the Senate and House. The Hammond Committee 
created by the Prfesident, found Mr. Gardiner guilty as indicted by the Chief 
Executive. The committee required executive sessions covering a fraction of 
only 72 hours to put out a report, which was so thorough and technical as to 
call forth the observation that experts could not have displayed greater knowl- 
edge nor massed it in such a short time. It was obvious that the committee 
would show that the President was not “abysmally ignorant”; indeed before he 
became President he was keenly interested in matters relating to the Army and 
the Navy, and since his occupancy of the White House he has given close atten- 
tion to their affairs. There was no doubt also that the committee would find no 
record to show any secret agreement with the British premier. The brilliant 
Under Secretary of State, Mr. Castle, was equipped with documents to disprove 
this Gardiner charge. But in its answer on the technical features of the state- 
ments made by the President of the Navy League, it is anticipated the latter will 
make a rejoinder, which will dwell upon errors found in the committee report 
and emphasize his original assertions. The committee could not, under its precis, 
discuss the question of naval policy or estimates, but Congress will do so, and 
Mr. Gardiner promises to give information which will facilitate its work. 





| CONNECTION WITH THE investigation to be made of the Army, we hope 

the committees will read with care the annual reports of the Chiefs of Bureaus 
and branches, which are now being released. These reports show conclusively 
that the Army is under officered and undermanned. The fact is often lost sight 
of that training activities and study require the attention of numerous officers, 
and that, as a result, many commands are inadequately supplied with commis- 
sioned personnel. Further, the missions of the Army and care of materiel re- 
quire a larger enlisted force than is permitted. Elsewhere in this issue will be 
found the reports of the Chiefs of Cavalry, Coast Artillery and Air Corps. Each 
of them speaks of the personnel shortage from which their respective branches 
are suffering. The Chief of Cavalry refers to a fact well known, that service 
pay is inadequate. Under existing conditions, we cannot expect legislation in- 
creasing pay, but certainly readjustment for the benefit of the lower ranks 
should be made. Congressman Collins has announced that he will endeavor to 
reduce the number of commissioned officers, but Armistice Day speeches dis- 
closed a public sentiment strong enough to prevent the enactment of any such 
legislation. If Congress will heed what General Pershing has said, if it will con- 
sider world conditions as portrayed by the President, instead of listening to sug-

(Continued from First Page) 
to be laid up, they too are to be retain- 
ed in the service, Although the Navy 
budget estimates for 1933 called for a 
reduction in enlisted strength and it 
was therefore assumed at first that by 
cessation of recruiting the Navy would 
be cut by this number and more, the 
President on Nov. 12, following the 
furore aroused by the announcement 
of the curtailment of the Fleet, said: 
“This budget for the next fiscal year 
does not decrease the personnel of the 
Navy below its present status by a 
single man.” Retention of these men 
will result, as in the case of the offi- 
cers, in bringing up the complements 
of vessels to the required strength. 
Practically all vessels have during the 
past few years operated with only 85 
or 90 per cent of full strength. 

It is interesting in connection with 
this new operating plan, to see how 
it will work in case war was declared 
at the present time, and under the 
same plan, if we should have the ves- 
sels necessary to give us parity under 
the London Treaty if war was de- 
clared. 

At the present time, we have two 
general categories of vessels—those 
in commission and those out of com- 
mission. On the vessels in commission 
are nearly full strength crews. The 
vessels out of commission are tq be 
manned in war time by officers who 
in peace-time are attending schools, by 
withdrawing as many as possible from 
shore posts, and from the Naval Re- 
serve. Under the new plan, however, 
there are three categories of vessels— 
those in commission, those in reserve, 
and those out of commission. The ves- 
sels in commission will have full or 
nearly full complement, the vessels in 
reserve will have about a quarter of 
their full complement, and the vessels 
out of commission would need an en- 
tire crew. With the crews for the 
latter class coming from the officers 
ashore, and from the Naval Reserve, 
the question which comes to mind is- 
From where will come the officers 
necessary to build up the complement 
of the vessels in reserve so that they 
can be sent to sea. 

Under the present arrangement 
which involves only six destroyers and 
six submarines in reserve, and with the 
personnel from them being kept in the 
service, the question is answered. How- 
ever, if the rotation plan is extended, 
as may be expected, so as to maintain 
about a quarter of the Fleet in re- 
serve, a much larger number of offi- 
cers and men will be released from 
duty. If the battleship New York and 
the cruisers Pensacola and Chester are 
taken out of the Fleet and placed in 
reserve, aS was provided in the 1933 
budget estimates, we will have approxi- 
mately 150 officers and 2,000 men re- 
leased from duty. The motive of such 
a move would be a desire to save 
money, and so it is hardly likely trat 
we would keep available on shore a re- 
serve pool of officers and men to make 
up the complement of the vessels in 
reserve upon the advent of war. How- 
ever, there will be no curtailment of 
personnel, for the completion of some 
of the ships now building will take 
care of these officers and men. But 
then we come back to the question of 
personnel for the ships In reserve. 
Will the Navy have to depend on train- 
ing officers and men after the out- 
break of war in order that these ves- 
sels in reserve may go to sea? 

An answer which has been suggest- 
ed is to borrow a leaf from the Army. 
It takes years to train a naval officer, 
as is the case in the Army; if we can 
have enough trained officers on hand 
at the advent of war, the matter of 
training enlisted men is much simpler. 
The Army in peace time sends its offi- 
cers to schools. Why not the Navy do 
likewise? 

However, this is not likely to be. As 
has been said, the motivating reason 
for the rotation plan, is to save money. 
The largest item saved under the plan 
is in the reduction of personnel. Prob- 
ably the most that can be hoped for is 
that under the plan we will have a 
larger proportion of officers in shore 
posts who would be available in time of 
war for assignment to vessels which 
are kept in reserve and out of commis- 
sion than is now the case. Otherwise 
we will be in the embarrassing position 
in time of war of having vessels which 
we cannot use because of lack of quali- 
fied personnel to man them. 

Gong back to the question as to the 
effect of the laying-up of 17 vessels 
upon haval efficiency and upon the 
strength of the Fleet, Adm. William V. 
Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, is 
quoted as saying the “changes of as- 
signment” are in the interest of effi-

Current Procurement 


(The Coast Artillery Corps is one of 
the supply branches of the Army, al- 
though it has not been mentioned pre- 
viously in this series outlining the pro- 
curement activities of the War De- 
partment.)

THE eighth supply branch of the 

Army is the Coast Artillery Corps. 
Actually this branch does little procure- 
ment, as it deals only in submarine 
mines, submarine mine cable and fire 
control cable. All its other supplies 
are procured through the various other 
supply branches of the Army. 

The Coast Artillery Corps has enough 
submarine mine cases left over from 
about the time of the World War for 
present needs. Development work in 
connection with submarine mine equip- 
ment is proceeding continually, how- 
ever. 

Submarine mine cables have a life of 
about 25 years, and from time to time 
must be replaced. Fire control lines 
also must be replaced from time to 
time. 

Procurement in the Coast Artillery 
Corps, as in the other supply branches, 
is predicated on the standardization of 
articles and preparation of specifica- 
tions. 

Also, as in other branches, Invitations 
to bid on the required amount of sup- 
plies in accordance with the specifica- 
tions are issued. Contracts are award- 
ed to the lowest bidder, and the articles 
are inspected on delivery to insure their 
characteristics in regard to the specifi- 
cations. If they pass the inspection, 
they are then accepted, and issued to 
the points where they are required.

a great deal. However, if the per- 
sonnel taken from the vessels laid up 
are assigned to other vessels there 
would be no appreciable loss in train- 
ing, except that fewer officers will 
have the advantages of command duty. 
Fleet exercises and maneuvers will suf- 
fer somewhat, as one cruiser, one air- 
craft carrier and three submarines are 
being withdrawn from the Scouting 
Force. The heaviest loss is on the 
Asiatic Fleet, which loses six destroy- 
ers, six submarines, an aircraft tender, 
and a submarine tender, and gains an 
aircraft carrier and two gunboats. The 
reduction of forces at the China Sta- 
tion raises wonderment in view of the 
growing trouble in Manchuria, but this 
is a matter of foreign policy rather 
than naval policy. 

The real thing to note in connection 
with the move, officers point out, is 
that it introduces the rotation plan, 
and that the rotation plan is ac- 
ceptable when provision is made for 
personnel to man the vessels held in 
reserve commission. If there are no 
trained officers and men to man these 
vessels they would be of little use in 
time of war. The present cut intro- 
duces the rotation plan in an ac- 
ceptable form, it is said, for personnel 
is present to man the vessels placed 
in reserve. The danger comes, it 1s 
stated, in accepting the rotation plan 
unqualifiedly, thus making it possible 
for other vessels to be later placed in 
reserve, without any provision for 
augmenting their personnel in time of

Patents Granted 





AMONG patents granted recently 

are two which may be of interest to 
those engaged in airplane develop- 
ment and those in the de- 
velopment of track-laying vehicles. 
They are a mechanism, operating au- 
tomatically for the adjustment of air- 
plane propellers and a device intended 
to guide- tractor chains. 

Propeller Adjusting Mechanism— 
(Lorin W. Schoepp). In mechanism of 
the class described, the combination of 
propeller blades, mechanism for im- 
parting movements of adjustmen: to 
vary the angle of attack of the pro- 
peller blades, a device provided with 
a movable element responsive to varia- 
tions in air pressure, and means ac- 
tuated by said movable element for 
imparting adjusting movements, in 
commensurate degree, to the blade ad- 
justing mechanism, the blade adjust- 
ing mechanism including an electric 
motor operable in one direction while 
the pressure responsive means is sub- 
ject to diminishing pressures, and in 
the opposite direction while the pres- 
sure responsive means is subject to in- 
creasing pressure. 


Wheel Guide for Tractor Chains— 
(John Turner Moore). In an endless 
track mechanism, the combination of 
a frame, a pair of axially spaced 
wheels journaled in said frame, a pair 
of projections on said frame between 
said wheels and radially inward from 
the peripheries of the wheels, a roller 
rotably mounted on said projections, 
laterally spaced guides formed on said 
roller, a series of articulated links 
adapted to travel around said wheels, 
and guides on said links engageable 
with the guides on said roller.

necessitated an enormous amount of study on the part of the War Department, 
Since one of the major questions to be discussed at that conference will undoubt- 
edly be that of relative present and potential strengths, balance and possible 
limitations of aviation forces of the various powers represented, it has been 
necessary for the Chief of the Air Corps to supplement the studies and research 
being made by the War Department General Staff. A separate section of the 
Plans Division has had the furthering of these studies and research work as 
affecting the United States and all other nations as its primary mission. These 
studies and the resulting tabulations of data will be of great value to the Chief 
of the Air Corps and to the War Department in addition to their value in direct 
connection with the proposed Disarmament Conference.”

Age in Grade and the Promotion Problem—One of the objects which the Mac- 
Arthur Promotion Plan was designed to accomplish, in addition to the funda- 
mental acceleration of all promotion, is that of bringing up into the next grade 
as expeditiously as possible the officers who are over age for their present grades, 

In connection with this objective a study has been made in the General Staff 
of the distribution of officers in the various grades by ages. While the gravity 
of the situation has been well understood before, the table resulting from the 
study shows graphically the enormity of the problem. Even the unitiated should 
be able to discover at a glance that the situation is one which should be promptly 
corrected not only for the sake of the officers concerned but for the sake of the 
Army as a whole.

Seventh and B streets, N. W., to a building near the Library of Congress, has 
aroused considerable protest. It is felt that as the Library has been built up by 
the Army over a period of more than 100 years, it should remain within the 
Army’s jurisdiction. 

The Army has always been more than willing to allow free access to this

for the library at the Medical Center. A site there is now available at no fur- 
ther cost to the Government. It is further pointed out that if it were at thP 
Army Medical Center it would be more easily accessible to the majority of the 
members of the medical profession in Washington, as it is claimed that moré 
live in the northwest section of Washington than in any other part of the city: 

The Army Medical Library is one of the most important collections of medi- 
cal literature in the world. It was started during the term of office of Surgeon 
General Lovell (1818-1836). Funds were made available at the close of the Civil 
War to build up a good library. Many old books and writings in the library 
are said to be without peer. Congress has made annual expenditures for thé 
upkeep and expansion of the library. 

The library has been very generous in the matter of making its contents 
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easily accessible to those desiring to refer to its volumes. It has loaned books 
all over the country, and because funds were not sufficient to keep the library 
open at night, it has arranged to place various medical magazines in other libra- 
ries where they will be available to members of the medical profession. 


It is felt most strongly by the Surgeon General and in other quarters, that 


any move to defeat the purpose of the Army in ultimately placing the library at 
the Army Medical Center where it will be easily available.to the personnel there 
and to all others seeking information would be an injustice, and would decrease 
the value of the library itself.

Stop Modification of Cavalry Saddles—The modification of McClellan saddles by 
the Cavalry has been discontinued because of lack of funds, according to the an- 
nual report of the Chief of Cavalry. The modernization consists of the addition 
of skirts to the saddle. These are of leather, covering the quarter straps and 
protecting not only the legs of the rider, but the horse as well. Another feature 
is the abolition of the old hair cinch and its replacement with a leather one.. This 
is fastened now with buckles instead of looping a strap several times through the 
spider ring, as previously. The annual report of the Chief of Cavalry states that 
the modified saddle is much more comfortable to the rider, that it reduces the 
chance of injury to the horse, and greatly increases the mobility of the troops 
so equipped.

President Hoover’s Statement—President Hoover, closely following his “vindica- 
tion” of the charges of the Navy League as to his naval policy by his own com- 
mission, and of an announcement by the Navy Department of the laying up of 
17 war vessels, came out with a statement Nov. 12, regarding the Navy 1933 
budget. Seemingly issued to make clear his position in regard to the Navy, in 
view of the Navy League’s charges, his “acquittal,” his statement on Navy Day 
and the action of the Navy Department in laying up vessels, the President’s 
statement reveals a number of things. First he states that the 1933 Navy budget 
carries $343,000,000, a decrease of $59,000,000 from the amount asked by the 
Navy Department in its original estimates. Then it is stated that there will be 
no cut in personnel, no navy yards will be abandoned, the Constitution and the 
Navy bands will be maintained and no fighting ships will be “decommissioned.” 
The President also states that $57,000,000 will also be availble next year for 
new construction in appropriations and carryovers from this year, whereas. it 
is estimated that $53,000,000 will be spent for new construction during this year, 
and these are larger amounts than have been spent in the past six years. Closing, 
he declares that “the tonnage of combatant ships actually in construction by 
the United States today is nearly double that of Great Britain.” 

Thus the people who want parity with Great Britain should be satisfied, ,f 
these conclusions are accepted, this explanation of the pursuance of naval policy

“Lack of Cooperation” Charged—Disbandment of the New York Naval Militia 


aviation units was announced by Governor Franklin D. Roosevelt this week. In 
making the announcement Governor Roosevelt said that one of the reasons for 
the action was “lack of cooperation on the part of the Navy Department.” This 
action and this view of the matter was not entirely unexpected at the Navy 
Department. The relations between the New York Naval Militia and the Navy 
Department have never been exactly harmonious it is explained. It was the 
old situation of having two heads to one organization, and the inevitable resulted, 
it was stated at the Navy Department. The leaders of the State Militia seeing 
the extent of self-government allowed to the State National Guard, desired the 
same privileges. They wanted to decide assignment of commands, training sched- 
ules, etc., as do to some extent their associates in the National Guard. There 
was one trouble, however, one difference between the Naval Militia and the Na- 





tional Guard, it was pointed out. The National Guard-is an entity, while the 
Naval Militia is but half of a dual organism. When the Naval Militia holds a 
drill, the United States Naval Reserve is also drilling. When an officer of the 
Naval Militia battalion or division is named as its commander, he also becomes 
the commander of the corresponding battalion or division of the Naval Reserve. 
Two bodies each having the exclusive right to fill an office, yet their choice must 
be the same person, for though there are two offices they must be filled by one 
man. In this situation it is not unusual that there be “lack of cooperation.” 
However, it is certain to be on one side as well as on the other, it is felt. Fole

are adequately providing for our national defense. If we are to accept this con- 
clusion, however, it would be wise to analyze the statement a bit first. Inasmuch 
as it is stated that we will have $57,000,000 available next year for new construc- | 
tion “either through appropriation or from carryovers,” it would seem that we 
should state that there is $393,000,000 available this year from appropriations 
and carryovers, rather than merely taking the appropriations for this year to 
show that the 1933 budget is but $17,000,000 under the 1932 appropriations. In ad- 
dition to the $360,000,000 carried In 1932 appropriation act, there are carryover 
funds totaling $33,000,000, as a result of the delaying of construction during the | 
course of the London Conference and the allotment of $10,000,000 for moderniza- 
tion in the Second Deficiency Act last Winter. 

At the time the Navy Department’s revised estimates were sent to the White 
House over a month ago, it was learned that the estimates totaled about $351,- 
000,000 and included the closing of navy yards, a sizeable personnel cut, the lay- 
ing up of the Constitution and a number of Navy bands. As President Hoover 
states that the approved budget provides for none of these cuts, but totals 
$8,000,000 less, it would seem that the forces afloat bear the full brunt of the 
$59,000,000 reduction. No fighting ships are “decommissioned,” states the 
President, “although the rotation plan will be continued.” The rotation plan, it 
is understood, provides for a number of vessels to be held in “reserve commis- 
sion” rather than “decommissioned.” 

It is also rather pertinent to point out that although the expenditures on 
new construction have averaged but $42,000,000 per year since 1926, the depre- 
ciation cost alone of a treaty navy would be $103,000,000 per year, without .tak- 
ing any measures to build up to parity. If Congress adopts the President’s budget 
and provides $57,000,000 for new construction next year (including carryovers 
from this year) in the fiscal years 1934, 1935, 1936, and the first half of the year 
1937, we will have to appropriate $300,000,000 a year for new construction alone 
to attain Treaty strength by the end of its life. 

It would also seem advisable to mention in connection with the statement 
that “the tonnage of combatant ships actually in construction by the United 
States is nearly double that of Great Britain,” the tonnage in combatant ships 
built and building. On Jan. 1, 1932, the British Empire will have in underage 
auxiliary tonnage built and building 617,000 tons; the Japanese Empire 507,000 
tons, and the United States 462,000 tons. In addition thereto, during the next 
year in which there is a holiday as far as laying down new ships is concerned, 
the United States will have 67,000 tons overage, the British 35,000 tons, and 
Japan 14,000.

The President and the Navy League—Following the publication of the report of 
the commission appointed by President Hoover to adjudicate as to the charges 
made against him by President. William Howard Gardiner of the Navy League, 
there has been considerable discussion about the matter but as yet Mr. Gardiner 
has not replied to the committee’s finding. As was expected, the President’s com- 
mission “vindicated” him of the Navy League’s charges, and as was also ex- 
pected, Mr. Gardiner did not give the apology which was asked. On the contrary, a 
statement is expected to be forthcoming from the Navy League early next week 
rebutting the findings of the President’s commission and restating the charges 
made in the original pronouncement of Mr. Gardiner which has caused so much 
disturbance. Regarding the report of the President’s commission, printed else- 
where in this issue, there has been a rather persistent rumor that the report 
was either written by Admiral William V. Pratt, Chief of Naval Operations, or 
that the material in it was furnished by his office. Questioned as to this rumor, 
Admiral Pratt stated: “All information of a public nature that the Navy De- 
partment had was available to the committee, and such questions as were asked 
by the committee or its members were answered. I personally had nothing to 
do with the report.”

“The number of Air Corps Reserve 
officers available for combat duty -has 
not been materially increased during 
the past year. The number of avail- 
able reserve officers in this category 
is a small percentage of the total re- 
quired by mobilization plans. 

“This condition is unique, as it is 
believed to exist only in the Air Corps; 
other branches of the service have 


available as many if not more combat 
reserve officers as are called for by 
their mobilization plans. In this cor- 
nection dependence cannot be placed 
on the approximately 15,463 pilots li- 
censed by the Aeronautics Branch of 
the Department of Commerce. Only 
some 6,115 of the above licensed flyers 
are transport pilots. The remainder 
should not be considered in any na- 
tional defense calculations, as they 
would require as much training in case 
of national emergency as would per- 
sonnel having no flying experience. 


“A very large portion of the 6,115 
transport pilots are already affiliated 
with the military or naval services, 
either regular or reserve; very few 
civilian transport pilots are qualified 
for immediate combat duty, since a 
majority of these pilots would require 
additional training of from one to 
three months before they could go tc 
the front. It is estimated that very 
few of the transport pilots outside the 
military service would be available as 
combat service would be available as 
mands of the aeronautical industry and 
the air transportation system would 
be very great in case of war, and the 
possibility of drawing aviation person- 
nel from these sources is believed to be 
remote. 


“The authorized reserve flying hours 
are not sufficient to properly train the 
small number of combat pilots now en- 
rolled. Some 16,000 of these hours are 
available for the training of approxi- 
mately 1,600 pilots. This provides ten 
hours per year per pilot, whereas at 
least 48 hours per year per pilot is 
considered necessary. This small nux- 
ber of hours does not permit time to 
attempt any tactical training of re- 
serve pilots, and such training is con- 
sidered most important.”

AJ. STUART. G. WILDER, Inf., 

USA, military aide to Gov. Law- 
rence M. Judd, of Hawaii, died Nov. 
10 at the Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital, Washington, D. C., from injur- 
jes suffered eight years ago in an air- 
plane crash. ; 

Major Wilder was born in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif., Dec. 11, 1890, and gradu- 
ated from the University of California 
in 1913 with the degree of B. L. Nov. 
30, 1918, he was commissioned first 
lieutenant of Infantry and assigned to 
the 16th U. S. Infantry with station at 
Ft. Leavenworth, Kans. In April, 1917, 
he proceeded to El Paso, Tex., with his 
regiment, and on June 2, the same year, 
sailed for France. On July 29, 1917, 
he was promoted to captain and re- 
mained with his regiment, the 16th 
Infantry, on duty wi:h the American 
Expeditionary Forces in France until 
July, 1918, when he returned to the 
United States. 

During this same month he was pro- 
moted to major of Infantry, National 
Army. Upon arrival in the United 
States he was ordered to the Presidio 
of San Francisco in charge of instruc- 
tion at the SATC Camp. In Sept., 
1918, he was transferred to Camp 
Kearney, Calif., as battalion command- 
er in the 32d Infantry. In Oct., 1919, 
he reverted to his regular rank of 
captain, USA, remaining on duty at 
that station until Oct., 1920, when he 
was transferred to Ft. Benning, Ga., 
as a student in the Infantry School. 

Upon graduation in June, 1921, he 
continued on duty at the Infantry 
School as an instructor and on spe- 
cial duty with the Department of Ex- 
periment. In Jan., 1924, he was trans- 
ferred to Aberdeen Proving Ground, 
Md., as Infantry liaison officer with 
the Ordnance Department. In Novem- 
ber, the same year, he was ordered to 
Ft. Snelling, Minn., where he became 
company commander, the 3d U. S. In- 
fantry. In Jan., 1928, he was ordered 
to the Army War College, Washing- 
ton, D. C., in the Historical Research 
Section, and as assistant to officer in 
charge of First Divisiog Documenta- 
tion. 

On Sept. 1, 1928, he was promoted 
to major of Infantry, remaining on 
duty at the Army War College until 
Sept., 1929, when he returned to Ft. 
Benning as a student in the advanced 
course. Upon graduation in June, 
1930, he was ordered to Schofield Bar- 
racks, T. H., as battalion commander 
and executive officer, 35th U. S. Infan- 
try, later becoming assistant to senior 
ins:ructor, Hawaiian National Guard, 
and aide to the Governor of Hawaii. 
He remained on duty in Hawaii till 
the fall of 1931, when he returned to 
the United States. 

He is survived by his widow, the for- 
mer Miss Helenor Campbell, of Balti- 
more; his mother, Mrs. Clara Burt 
Wilder; a sister, Mrs. Charles W. Bail- 
ey, of San Francisco, and two brothers, 
Maj.

forth at 19 years of age on his mil- 
itary life as a private in the 1st Dela- 
ware Regiment National Guard, in 
which organization he later served in 
the capacity of a sergeant, sergeant- 
major and regimental adjutant. Dur- 
ing the Spanish-American War Colonel 
Dunn served in the capacity of Regi- 
mental Adjutant of the First Delaware 
Volunteers.

Philippine Islands from 1899 to 1901, 
during the insurrection, until May 1, 
19061, he was mustered out. 

Seven days later he received his ap- 
pointment as a second lieutenant, Ar- 
tillery Corps in the Regular Army and 
on June 18, 1902, he became a first lieu- 
tenant. Successive ranks included that 
of captain, from Jan. 25, 1907; major, 
from July 25, 1917, and on July 1, 1920, 
he became a lieutenant colonel. Ten 
years later, June 30, 1930, his present 
rank was attained. 

A distinguished graduate of the 
Coast Artillery School, Class of 1909, 
Colonel Dunn also graduated from the 
Field Officers’ Course, Coast Artillery 
School, Class of 1921; the School of the 
Line, Ft.

Following the completion of his tour of 
duty in the War Department General 
Staff, he was assigned to command the 
62nd Coast Artillery antiaircraft regi- 
ment at Ft. Totten, N. Y., in which ca- 
pacity he remained until detailed in the 
Inspector General’s Department. On 
July 20, 1930, he was assigned to the 
Inspector General’s Department and 
served as the Inspector General of the 
Philippine Department from October, 
1930, until the time of his death.

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Harbor Defense Projects 


Several important recommendations 
regarding harbor defenses are made 
by Maj. Gen. John W. Gulick, Chief 
of Coast Artillery, in his report to the 
Secretary. of War. The general’s 
conclusions are based on the results of 
exhaustive studies, during the course 
of which he made an inspection of vir- 
tually all the harbor defense installa- 
tions. General Gulick’s report on the 
subject follows: 


UR modern system of harbor de- 
fense was created under principles 
established by the Endicott Board of 
1885, later modified by the Taft Board 
in 1905 and carried to a large degree 
of completion by the War Department 
Board of Review and the War Plans 
Division of the War Department Gen- 
eral Staff. Including the overseas 
possessions, the system embraces ar- 
proximately 315 batteries mounting 
800 fixed major and minor caliber 
ns, fire control installations, search- 
ights, power plants and other acces- 
sories. In addition, there is a supply 
of tractor-drawn and railway artillery 





which may be used in reinforcing or in | 
supplementing the fire of the fixed | 


guns. There are also 103 batteries 
mounting 245 fixed antiaircraft guas. 

Estimates prepared in my office 
show that these installations cost ap- 
proximately $250,000,000 and to re- 
place them today would cost not less 
than $400,000,000. A large proportion 
of the fixed guns were installed about 
20 years ago, but through improve- 
ments and modifications in the mounts 
and fire control are believed to be 
equal to or superior to guns employed 
by any other country for similar pur- 
poses. The 12-inch and 16-inch long 
range guns installed durimg and im- 
mediately after the World War are su- 
perior to guns possessed by any other 
country for similar purposes. Our 
latest 16-inch guns are superior to 
guns of any caliber carried by ships of 
any navy. 

From my survey of the harbor de- 
fenses in the continental United States, 
I am convinced that most of our bat- 
teries are correctly located to carry 
out their missions and that the fixed 
armament therein is worthy of con- 
tinued maintenance, modification aid 
improvement.

Use the Army and Navy 
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which has adversely affected the in- 
herent advantages of fixed guns cf 
suitable power when properly sited. 
Recent changes in naval design and 
in the composition of fleets have had 
the effect of increasing the offensive 
power of guns mounted on shore, 
which were formerly outclassed by 
guns carried by battleships. Consider- 
ation of World War operations, in 
which ships were engaged by shore 
batteries, forces the conclusion that a 
lesser number of guns of suitable 
pewer and caliber than was believed 
to be the case previous to the World 
War, are sufficient to repel naval at- 
tack, provided such guns are equipped 
with modern fire control installations 
and are manned by trained personnel. 

Taking into account the missions of 
certain harbor defenses, the conclu- 
sions outlined above and the availa- 
bility of railway and other types of 
movable guns, I believe that the 
amount of fixed armament in some 
places is in excess of actual needs. I 
believe that any excessive armament 


| should be eliminated and that avail- 
| able funds should be devoted to the im- 





provement and modernization of the 
more important defenses. 

The situation is complicated by the 
fact that, under the policy of the War 
Department previous to 1917, when a 
group of seacoast batteries were cum- 
pleted, provision was also made for the 
establishment of a_ post, including 
shelter for the garrison and for all nec- 
essary living facilities. 

With the reduction in strength of 
the Coast Artillery which followed the 
World War, the establishment of our 
overseas garrisons, and the diversicn 
of Coast Artillery personnel to other 
important activities, the care and 
maintenance of posts has become an 
increasing burden. Under existing 
conditions, it appears that certain of 
these posts, especially some island sta- 
tions, are no longer necessary and that 
preferable procedure 1s to concentrate 
garrisons on the mainland, where they 
can be supplied economically and ef- 
ficiently and where they may be 
properly trained, 

This situation has given me much 
concern and in letter, Dec. 17, 1930, I 
initiated action which I hoped would 
result in the elimination of a iarge 
number of these buildings and utilities 
as well as tracts of land which were 
not required for the existing armament 
installations. Boards of officers have 
been convened in various corps areas 
to consider the matter and reports have 
been received in one or two cases, but 
it has been difficult to obtain concrete, 
definite recommendations. 

The recent action of the War De- 
partment in announcing the abandon- 
ment in whole or in part of a number 
of posts, including Coast Artillery posts 
in the hands of maintenance detach- 
ments, has brought the matter to an 
issue and it is believed that the ob- 
jects referred to above can now be ac- 
complished. 

On May 22, 1931, I submitted a let- 
ter, reviewing the situation of our 
harbor defenses in the continental 
United States and recommending that 
the directive be issued setting forth 
those harbors in the continental United 
States where efficient harbor defenses 
embracing fixed and movable arma- 
ment and accessories should be main- 
tained. It is understood that this di- 
rective is now in the process of 
preparation. I also recommended that 
when the directive was issued, the 
chiefs of the technical arms and ser- 
vices concerned proceed with a revision 
of existing projects and the prepara- 
tion of new projects for each of the 
places indicated in the directive. This 
recommendation had the concurrence 
of the Chief of Engineers, the Chief 
of Ordnance, the Chief of Chemical 
Warfare Service, and the Chief Signal 
Officer. In order to be prepared to 
revise existing projects expeditiously, I 
organized a plans and projects section 
in my office, which has initiated com- 
prehensive studies of all existing 
projects within the United States with 
the cooperation of officers designaied 
by the Chiefs of the Arms and Ser- 
vices above mentioned. This work wilil 
require considerable time and _ labor, 
but it should result in placing our 
harbor defenses upon a sound basis. 
Our harbor defense system has, in the 
past, employed fixed installations so 
extensively as to have become some- 
what inflexible. In my opinion, the 
system for the future should ccmprise 
only so much fixed armament as is 
absolutely essential, supplemented, 
wherever applicable, by railway and 


| other types of movable artillery. 
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General Pershing Speaks 
Following is the text of General John 
J. Pershing’s address as delivered 
Armistice Day over a national net- 
work from the studios of the National 
Broadcasting Company: 


"THIRTEEN years ago the great war 

which shook civilization, and which 
wrought revolutionary changes in the 
social, financial and industrial relations 
of mankind, came to the end for which 
humanity longed. It is fitting that we 
who abhor war should acclaim with 
joyous satisfaction this anniversary of 
peace. 


In reflecting briefly upon the course 
of the World War, it is inspiring to 
remember the part taken by our armies 
in ending it successfully. Notwith- 
standing the delays during the earlier 
months, due almost entirely to the lack 
of preparation of years, the striking 
results attained by our forces in 
breaking through the hitherto impreg- 
nable defense of the vital sector of the 
enemy’s lines will long remain the most 
brilliant page in the annals of Ameri- 
can arms. 

Once we became involved in the con- 
flict the American people, to their ever- 
lasting credit, spared neither effort 
nor expense to bring success. The in- 
tense loyalty, the strenuous effort, and 
the exceptional ability which the peo- 
ple applied to the different problems 
that arose at home should stand out as 
an unique example of devotion to in- 
spire coming generations. 


We should draw a useful lesson from 
a study of the diffieulties under which 
our armies were prepared for their 
task. We should not again be guilty 
of that lack of military foresight which 
has always been the weakness of our 
national law-makers and which made 
it well-nigh impossible to train, equip 
and transport our armies to the battle 
front in time to save the Allies, 

A glance at the military history of 
our country shows the excessive price 








Praises Navy League Head 


EAR ADM. BRADLEY A. FISKE, 
USN-Ret., in a radio speech from 
Station WGBS, New York City, Ar- 
mistice Day, gave high praise to Wil- 
liam Howard Gardiner, president of 
the Navy League, and declared that 
the Navy League is necessary in order 
to keep the public informed, inasmuch 
as Naval officers are “gagged.” 


“The country,” Admiral Fiske said, 
“is much interested in what has been 
called a controversy between the Presi- 
dent and the Navy League. It would 
not be proper for me as a Navy officer 
of 61 years’ experience to take either 
side in this matter. But I can see no 
harm in my telling you what the Navy 
League is. The Navy League is sim- 
ply an organization of about 4,000 men 
and women who have become deeply 
impressed with the fact that the pacifis- 
tic conduct of our government has al- 
ready got us into three wars: the war 
of 1812, the Civil War and the World 
War, and that it may get us into an- 
other war, in which we may be con- 
quered on the sea and despoiled of ail 
our wealth. The aim of the Navy 
League is to prevent this, if possible, 
by giving facts to the people about our 
Navy, and by pointing out the dangers 
to which the lack of an adequate navy 
exposes us. 

“The president of the Navy League, 
Mr. Gardiner, I have known intimately 
for 15 years; in fact, he was a pupil 
of mine, in a sense, for three or four 
years. He is a very highly educated 
gentleman, an intense student of inter- 
national affairs, especially in relation 
to navies, a prodigious worker in those 
matters, and one hundred per cent sin- 
cere. I do not know of any navy offi- 
cer who has more broad and accurate 
information in regard to the subject 
on which he writes, and I know of only 
two or three civilians who come any- 
where near him in this respect. How 
is it humanly possible for any civilian 
to have any true cancept of the Navy, 
unless he has made a specialty of it 
as Mr. Gardiner has? 

“You may think it strange that it 
should be necessary to have a Navy 
League to give you information about 
your Navy. You may say—we edu- 
cate Navy officers at Annapolis, and 
send them all over the world in ships 
which are the highest product of all 
the engineering arts. * * * We 
our ideas in spiritual matters from the 
clergy, in medical matters from the 
doctors, in legal matters from the,Con- 
gress. Why can’t we get our naval 
ideas from naval officers? ; 

.“The answer is—the politicians will 
not permit it.” 
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inblood and treasure we always have 
been forced to pay in the end in our 
efforts to extemporize an Army. 

It may be well here to draw atten- 
tion to the contribution that has been 
made by our armies to our national life 
and growth. 

The Colonies were made possible by 
their fighting men. The Republic un- 
der Washington was created by them. 
The Union was saved by them. Its 
territory was rounded out, defended and 
maintained by them. 

In peace, the Army’s service to our 
people in time of flood, drought, and 
famine has been equally striking. 
These accomplishments in peace and 
war form a record of which every 
American must be proud. 

There is no such thing as a militar- 
istic spirit of America. Adequate 
preparation against war does not mean 
aggression. 

Training of our youth promotes dis- 
cipline, respect for government and 
for law and order. It is a notable fact 
that among the criminal elements in 
America practically none of them ever 
had the benefit of military training 
and discipline. 

Never in the history of our country 
have our trained soldiers encouraged 
or clamored for or desired war. They 
form a necessary arm of the govern- 
ment, always subject to civil control. 

Being partners of the government 
under which we are privileged to live, 
veterans have a very positive obliga- 
tion to participate in its management. 
It is gratifying to know that they are 
taking increasing interest in govern- 
mental affairs of all citizens, there are 
none who should more ardently en- 
deavor to perform their civil obliga- 
tions than those who had the honor to 
bear arms in the country’s cause. 

The destiny of this country can only 
be achieved through the constant vig- 
ilance of its citizens. There is no bet- 
ter code for us to follow than that 
which enjoins legionnaires “to stand 
up courageously for law and order, for 
clean politics, for freedom of the bal- 
lat, for integrity and homesty in our 
officials, and for the fulfillment of our 
obligations to each other and to our 
country.” 

The American Legion, in the last 
national convention, took a definite and 
patriotic stand in compliance with the 
above declaration, wisely deciding to 
postpone further requests for advances 
on its adjusted compensation. As the 
deficit in this fiscal year is already 
over $600,000,000, due to the enormous 
decrease in the yield from income taxes, 
the large cost of public works for the 
benefit of the unemployed, aids to ag- 
riculture and payments to veterans, 
this decision by the Legion shows a 
most praiseworthy devotion to the in- 
terests of our country. 

Your countrymen -fully appreciate 
your courage on the battlefield; they 
have not forgotten, they will not for- 
get your sacrifices. 

Neither will they forget your unself- 
ish action in refusing to add to the 
heavy burdens of taxation and depres- 
sion that hang over the naticm. This 
fine example of the Legion may well be 
followed by other veteran organizations. 

America is in a position to lead the 
way back to world prosperity because 
her institutions are sound. 

But we ourselves must have faith in 
them. We must have the same faith 
that our forefathers had when they es- 
tablished here an independent nation. 
We can look back with reasonable pride 
upon our 150 years of achievement and 
progress, but we must trust the future 
to the example we set for coming gen- 
erations. 

When we consider the causes of the 
World War and comprehend its hor- 
rors, every thinking man and woman 
hopes that we may never have another 
such calamity. 

It is believed almost universally that 
one step in that direction would be for 
governments to reduce armaments. Ex- 
perience of European nations should 
be enough to convince the world of the 
danger of competition in the size of 
standing armies and armaments. 

By action following the World War, 
we demonstrated our peaceful purpose 
and surrendered a power which prom- 
ised us military dominance. That ex- 
ample is ome we can offer to the world 
as proof of our desire for peace. It 
places us in a position to aid the na- 
tions in reaching some rational agree- 
ment which would tend to lessen the 
probability of war and at the same 
time relieve them of their heavy finan- 
cial burdens. 

The safety of humanity of the fu- 
ture, indeed the peace, the happiness, 
and the prosperity of the peoples on 
both sides of the Atlantic, all appeal 
alike for an early, general understanc- 
ing among nations.

FOLLowInG is the text of the let- 

ter from the committee appointed 
by President Hoover to examine the 
statements of Mr. Gardiner, president 
of the Navy League: ‘ 

Washington, D. C., 
Nov. 6, 1931. 

Dear Mr. President: 

Your committee appointed on Nov. 
2, 1931, to examine and report on the 
statement of the Navy League of the 
United States dated Oct. 28, 1931, sub- 
mits herewith its unanimous report. 
The committee, pursuant to your state- 
ment of Nov. 2, has directed its inquiry 
to the accuracy of statements and as- 
sertions of fact made by the President 
of the Navy League. It has not in- 
quired into the budgetary or general 
policies of the Navy. 

In order that the facts found by the 
committee may readily be compared 
with the statements contained in the 
Navy League’s publication of Oct. 28, 
1931, the committee’s finding in detail 
and the pertinent text of Mr. Gardi- 
ner’s statement are set forth in paral- 
lel columns. These findings are sub- 
mitted herewith in the attached report.

(Certain of the alleged erroneous 
statements and assertions appearing in 
the Navy League’s publication were 
summarized at this point. However, 
the full text is published in the ad- 
joining columns of this issue.)

In concluding this summary, it is 
desirable, in order that the situation 
may be clearly understood, to list the 
naval vessels now under construction 
or contracted for, with approximate 
figures of their estimated cost:

In addition, the Navy Department is 
also proceeding with the modernization 
of three battleships, Idaho, Mississippi 
and New Mexico—at an authorized cost 
of $30,000,000. 

This program covers all combatant 
vessels authorized and appropriated for 
by Congress, with the exception of six 
destroyers which have been temporarily 
postponed. 

The committee finds that the econ- 
omy of $61,000,000 proposed in the na- 
val budget of 1932-33 out of the $401,- 
000,000 estimate does not affect the 
continuance of the above construction 
program nor result in the decommis- 
sioning of a single combatant unit. 

Notwithstanding the implication con- 
tained throughout Mr. Gardiner’s re- 
port, there is no basis for an assump- 
tion that the President intends to 
abandon the Washington and London 
Treaty ratios, nor do the armaments 
truce or the emergency economies con- 
templated at the present time inter- 
fere with the ultimate achievements in 
fact of these ratios in all categories. 

For a fuller discussion of the state- 
ments and assertions which appear er- 
roneous we invite your attention to the 
parallel columns of the report in which 
each paragraph of the statement of the 
President of the Navy League is dealt 
with in detail. It is there brought out, 
for example, that the inclusion of a 
series of tables, known by him to be 
obsolete at the time the statement was 
issued, should have been so labeled to 
avoid misleading the public. 

The report unanimously adopted by 
this committee compares Mr. Gardiner’s 
statements with publicly known and 
officially recorded facts. The report 
clearly shows that Mr. Gardiner’s 
statement contains many inaccuracies, 
false assertions and erroneous conclu- 
sions, and that his assumption as to 
the President’s attitude toward the 
Navy is wholly unwarranted.

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The full text of the report of the spe- 
cial committee appointed by President 
Hoover to examine and report on the 
statement of the Navy League entitled 
“The President and the Navy,” is 
printed herewith.

When he became President, in the 
Spring of 1929, Congress had just 
enacted (by votes of about 5 to 1 
in both Houses) that the United 
States would lay down and build 
five 10,000-ton, 8-inch gun cruis- 
ers in each of the three immediately 
ensuing fiscal years in addition to 
the eight such cruisers we then had 
under construction, thus planning 
to provide our Navy with 23. This 
action by Congress was consequent 
from the American-British-Japanese 
Naval Conference of 1927 at Geneva 
—whereat the Coolidge administra- 
tion had refused to meet the Brit- 
ish views as to the type of cruisers 
we should have or to yield to the 
Japanese any :ncrease in their estah- 
lished ratio of 6 to our 10 in ton- 
nage; and this action by Congress 
was after more than a year of delib- 
eration on its part. 


(Committee Finding). 


The act approved February 13, 1929, 
commonly called the “15 Cruiser Bill” 
wes not mandatory. It was a condi- 
ticnal authorization to construct cer- 
tain naval vessels. Section 4 of the 
act provices: 

“In the event of an international 
agreement, which the President is re- 
quested to encourage, for the further 
limitation of naval armament, to which 
the United States is signatory, the 
President is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to suspend in whole or in part 
any of the naval construction authorized 
under this act.” 

By omission of reference to Section 4, 
this important proviso is obscured. The 
false impression is conveyed that Con- 
gress had made it mandatory to “lay 
down and build” 15 light cruisers dur- 
ing the fiscal years 1929-1931, regardless 
of an international agreement, which as 
a matter of fact Congress had requested 
the President to encourage. 

There was no “established ratio” of 
any kind between the Japanese and 
American fleets as a whole prior to the 
entering into force of the London Naval 
Treaty on January 1, 1931. The Wash- 
ington Treaty ratio of 10—6 applied to 
capital ships and aircraft carriers only. 
On May 13, 1930, the Secretary of 
State stated, with reference to the 
Japanese position prior to the London 
Naval Treaty, that “Japan never agreed 
that the ratio should be extended to 
auxiliary vessels.” (Hearings on Lon- 
don Naval Treaty before Committee on 
Foreign Relations, United States Sen- 
ate, page 25.) 

With regard to the statement that the 
Coolidge administration refused to yield 
to Japan any increase in auxiliary ship 
ratios at the Geneva Naval Conference, 
the following statement by the Secretary 
of State s the Geneva nego- 
tiations on this subject: 

“At the last Naval Conference, Japan 
had frankly out forward proposals which 
provided in the aggregate of all three 
classes for very nearly 10 to 7, and 
they had not been received with dis- 
favor by the others so far as the dis- 
cussion went.” (Hearings on London 
Naval Treaty before Committee on For- 
eign Relations, United States Senate,. 
page 25.)

that in these negotiations there were no 
secret or concealed understandings, 
promises cr interpretations nor any 
commitments whatever, except as ap- 
pear in the treaty itself and in the 
interpretive exchange of notes recently 
suggeste:i by your committee on foreign 
affairs, all of which are now in the 
hands of the Senate.” 

On October 30, 1931, the Secretary 
of State declared that an assertion of 
their existence was “entirely false and 
has been publicly refuted many times.” 

The administration declined to make 
public all of the records of the negotia- 
tions leading up to and during the 
London Conference on the ground that, 
as cxplained by the President in his 
message to Congress referred to above: 

“This treaty like all other interna- 
tional negotiations has involved state- 
ments, reports, tentative and informal 
proposals as to subjects, persons and 
governments given to me in confidence. 
* * * To make public in date or in 
the press such confidences would vio- 
late the invariable practice of nations. 
It would close to the United States those 
avenues of information which are es- 
sential for future negotiations and 
amicable intercourse with the nations 
of the world.” 

Howeyer, an oprortunity was pro- 
vided for any Senator to examine all 
the records, provided that he would 
agree to hold the seme in confidence. 
A number of Senators availed them- 
selves of that opportunity. Futhermore, 
two members of the Foreign Relations 
Committee of the Senate were members 
of the American delegation in London 
and were familiar with every phase 
of the negotiations from beginning to 
end, and their knowledge was available 
to the members of the committee.

Financial Digest 


‘THE fact that public participation in 
the market is not materially increas- 
ing means virtually nothing as an in- 
dicator of trend, according to informa- 
tion from E. A. Pierce and Co. There 
never was a time when outside buying 
made itself felt in a deflated, liquidated 
market. Even though depression may 
be in the concluding stages, it would 
be contrary to all precedent if a large 
public demand for stocks should mate- 
rialize now. 
What is needed most is, of course, 
restoration of confidence and we believe 
that the events of the past two weeks 
or so have scored substantially in that 
direction. The opinion prevails that the 
credit situation has materially im- 
proved since the last part of Septem- 
ber and, of course, the rise in wheat 
and other commodities has provided a 
more cheerful background. There is a 
subsidence of “end of the world” talk 
and if the public is not actively engaged 
in buying securities, at least, senseless 
selling of values has disappeared.

President Coolidge had refused to yield 
to them at Geneva in 1927, namely,

Expert naval opinion has been far 
from unanimous in considering cruisers 
of “the large-gun type better suited to 
our circumstances.” In discussing this 
matter before the Senate Committee, 
the Secretary of State stated: “Our 
delegation made a most exhaustive 
study as to the history of the building 
of that class of ships known as 8-inch 
cruisers. As I said, we had to advise 
us one of the most experienced and 
skillful constructors of the Navy. We 
reached the conclusion that this new 
type which had never been tested in 
battle was not the ‘basket’ in which to 
put all of the American ‘eggs.’ There 
are many functions for cruisers, some of 
which can best be done by an 8-inch 
cruiser and some of which can best be 
done by a 6-inch cruiser. That will 
be admitted by practically all naval 
men.” (Hearings, page 22.) 

Paragraph 8 below states that the 
actual auxiliary ship ratio of Japan is 
13.1. This is incorrect, the act- 
ual ratio at Fagor — pe 
age auxiliary ships 1. was 
considerably higher than this at the 
time of the London Conference.

It will be noticed that Table IT shows 
not only that the Japanese fleet of un- 
derage auxiliaries, built and building, 
is within 65 tons of equality, as a

As Senator Reed, who was one of 
President Hoover’s delegates to the 
London Conference, had there had 
the experience of being forced to 
yield material concessions to the 
British and Japanese in order to se- 
cure for the United States an oppor- 
tunity to catch up, there is especial 
significance to his having said pub- 
licly after an interview with Presi- 
dent Hoover on May 2, 1931, that 
“unless we build the Navy to treaty 
limits by 1935, we will have no 
standing at the next naval confer- 
ence.” But, as he hastened to add 
that the President must speak for 
himself as to his naval policy, he 
thereby indicated that the Presi- 
dent’s policy might not look to such 
building. Indeed, not long there- 
after, the report became current 
in informed circles in Washington 
that President Hoover proposed to 
bring about a general holiday in 
naval building—a premature report, 
of which more anon, that was 
promptly denied.

It would seem to be apparent that 
Senator Reed in making the statement 
here quoted assumed that the other 
parties to the London treaty would 
build up to the maxima provided in 
If Great Britain 


to replace on a proportionate basis, the 
relative standing would not necessarily 
be Affected. Parity can be achieved at 
any level, high or low. The London 
naval treaty imposes no obligation upon 
its signatories to build up to its limits. 

There is no basis for an assumption 
that the President intends to abandon 
the Washington and London treaty ra- 
tios, nor do the armaments truce or

As the administration, when seeking 
ratification of its London treaty, had 
implied that the principal purpose 
thereof was to give the United States 
a chance to catch up—at a cost of 
admittedly more than a billion dollars 
—it seems permissible to point out 
that the Navy League, in advocating 
@ much more moderate program than 
that called for by the administration's 
treaty, has acted with a restraint not 
supposed to be characteristic of that 
mythical “big navy” group which the 
administration apparently delights in 
holding up to public opprobrium.

To assume that the administration 
has implied that the principal purpose 
of the London naval treaty was to give 
the United States an opportunity to 
“catch up” is erroneous.

The Italian government’s first public 
suggestion of a truce was made prior 
to the Secretary’s first conversation 
om the head of the Italian govern- 

ent. 

Prior to the announcement of the 
Italian proposal, which = in the 
Press of July 9, 1930, before Mr. Stim- 
son arrived in Rome, no suggestions for 
&n armaments truce had been proposed 
by this Government nor had any ex- 
change of views taken place between 
the United States and Italy in respect 
to a truce.

The extract quoted from Mr. Wilson’s 
speech to the effect that this Govern- 
ment was not prepared on September 
23, 1931, to give its final approval “to 
any particular form” does not accord 
with the Navy League’s statement, pre- 
viously mentioned, which maintained 
that the President promptly expressed 
his approval of a suggestion, which at 
that time was less concrete in its form. 
Even at the present time the proposed 
truce has not become effective and the 
final form it may take is not yet defi- 
nitely established. 

It is obvious that Mr. Wilson’s state- 
ment that “we are willing to forego 
our treaty rights in this respect” (that 
is to refrain from laying down addi- 
tional vesse’s permitted under the Lon- 
don Treaty but not yet authorized by 
Congress.—See comment to paragraph 
17) referred only to the one year period 
ot the truce, as he himself said. No 
one had proposed that any engagement 
entered intu in connection with the 
truce would restrict the United States 
or other powers after its expiration. 

In this connection, it may be recalled 
that the treaty ratios are established as 
of December 31, 1936. Moreover, it is 
not at all necessary that the full pro- 
gram be laid down during the first few 
years of the treaty. Even the theoreti- 
cal program of the Navy League does 
not envisage this. (See table III). 

There is no requirement that building 
programs be carried out with approxi- 
mately the same amount of construc- 
tion by all countries party to the treaty 
during each year of the treaty period. 
Postponement for one year of the laying 
down of replacements, which are per- 
mitted under the London Treaty as 
vessels become over-age, does not pre- 
vent subsequent laying down during the 
life of the treaty.

While subse- 
quent to Mr. Mussolini’s first voicing 
of the general idea of a naval holiday, 
this Government naturally made various 
analytical studies as to the possibilitics 
and consequences of a holiday, it had 
before it no concrete proposal prior to 
the introduction in the Third Commit- 
tee of the Scandinavian resolution on 
Septcmber 11. Mr. Grandi’s original 
suggestion, made before the Assembly 
on September 8, was too vague and 
general to constitute a definite pro- 
posal on which technical studies could 
be based. It was not possible for the 
American Government to comment in 
detail on the Grandi proposal, owing to 
lack of details as to how these holidays 
were to be carricd out. Not until Sep- 
tember 22 did the Italian delegation in- 
troduce a concrete proposal in the form 
of an alternative to the Scandimavian 
resolution.

Al' thise Croiis, i= g 
number of modifications studied in vhe 
Drafting Committee, were carefully ex- 
amined from every point of view by 
the appropriate branches of the 
American Government. As a result it 
was able on October 29—i.e., one month 
after the adoption by the League As- 
sembly of the final draft—to declare its 
acceptance of the proposed truce. 

The Navy League, on the other hand, 
claims that it was in a position to make 
a “conclusive analysis” of the naval 
holiday by the 25th of September—i.e., 
several days before the final draft of 
the Third Committee emerged. This 
“conclusive analysis” has been shown 
in the preccding paragraphs to be in- 
accurate, misleading and based on false 
assumptions. By devoting more time 
to its analysis, the Navy League might 
have come to a more correct under- 
standing of the situation. 

As the final terms for the proposed 
truce had been outlawed September 29 
and Mr. Gardiner’s pamphlet was not 
published until October 28, there was 
ample time in which to correct the 
false assumptions upen which Table IV 
is based. Table IV is therefore ob- 
viously misleading. 

Reference to paragraph 21 of the 
pamphlet shows that Mr. Gardiner was 
familiar with the actual terms of the 
proposed holiday.
